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A Straight Talk Alert
Salmon Friendly Neighbors Needed in Piper’s Creek Watershed
Nancy Malmgren, Director, Carkeek Watershed Community Action Project

What do neighbors in the watershed have to do with salmon down in 
Carkeek Park?  The answer is everything!  The stormwater that fl ows from 
your yard or driveway directly impacts the water quality in Piper’s Creek. 
Also the “availability” of ground water to nourish the creek during our 
summer droughts refl ects how you personally manage your part of the earth.  
Members of our Salmon Committee were painfully aware of the linkage to 
watershed residents April 13, 2003 when between 10,000 to 15,000 chum fry 
died in the Mohlendorph Imprint Pond on Venema Creek from the affects of 
muddy stormwater mixed with lawn and garden pesticides.  Our chum stock 
is provided by the Suquamish Tribe to help bring our creek back to life.

Watershed kids from Broadview Thompson, Greenwood, Viewlands, 
Christ the King, St. John, and North Beach Elementary Schools are 
involved in the Salmon in the Schools Program growing eyed eggs to 
fed fry to release in Piper’s Creek.  They want to see their salmon return 
to a clean, healthy creek and fl ourish.  That is why we need Salmon 
Friendly Neighbors! It is a simple three step program that in the end 
will save time, money and leave you feeling satisfi ed.

Step 1:  Use the phone list and report any problems and follow the Take 
Care List in the Salmon Friendly Garden Brochure available at Carkeek 
Park.  Step 2: Join in making Piper’s Creek Watershed a Pesticide Free

to let your neighbors know your land is a safe, healthy place!  Step 3:  Shrink your lawn to help reduce 
the volume of stormwater going into Piper’s Creek and its tributaries and to improve ground water 
recharge.  Take a trip to Carkeek Park and look over the garden sites for ideas on how to “shrink” your 
lawn.  If you would like to arrange for a workshop for you and your neighbors call me at 206-363-4116.
